Most of the 
speakers had a reason, to show that he or she was 
not a Communist . They told how dangerous this 
act against the Communist Party could be to any 
other organization if not revised or dropped. 
Most of the. speakers spoke on the act continuing 
and their effect Upon Negro organizations such 
as the NAACP Urban League and.NALC Trade Union, 
groups, Civil Liberties groups, CORE, ACLU and the 
newly organizaed peace groups such as those opposed 
to the House Un-American activities and banning 
of nuclear testing, Various speakers talked about 
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the role of the Subversive Acts Control Board 
SACB and how it functions to ban organizations 
such as Communist and acting Communist front 
groups or infiltrated by Communists.

There was some discussion on the McCarran Act, 
during which James Torm'ey presented to those in attendance 
a document prepared in connection with this act and 
which is to be sent not Only to CP members, but also to 
other groups who come within the provisions of the Act. 
He noted that efforts had been made to "Word the statement 
about claiming the Fifth Amendment in such a way that it would 
not appear that the Committee (probably Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties) was coaching people." He 
pointed out that this is a legal problem and people are 
not to be told how they are to act, but can only be advised 
of their rights. 

Arnold Johnson reported on the subject of "Peace." 
He spoke of the various emerging peace groups and said that, 
on the question of the 50 megaton bomb, there is a need in 
all circles to debate and strengthen "our own feelings." He 
said the 50 megaton test is for an anti-missile mis sUe and 
'even the United. States says that the Soviet Union is doing 
this to catch up to U.S. quality." According to Johnson, 
there must be a differentiation made between "anti-test 
picketing" and "anti-Soviet picketing." 

GUs Hall remarked that the CPUSA must not 
underestimate the seriousness of the temporary set- 
back to the peace movement. He said the Party* s main 
tactical task is. "to raise the seriousness of the danger 
of war' and "there is no defense of the testing except 
this. According to Hall, the Party must concentrate on 
the danger to peace expressed by the Kennedy Administration 
and West Germany. He asserted that "Kennedy threatened 
nuclear war over the Berlin situation." He added "we must 
build this up or We will not crack our Weakness. It Is 
clear- that the United States will resume testing. in the 
atmosphere and this will help our situation."

Irving Potash stressed that the CPUSA must "show that 
the threat does not come from the Soviet Union. He suggested 
somebody be assigned to collect, material; from persons who 
have returned from the Soviet Union, and made statements that 
the Russian people are not preparing for war.. 

Jack Stachel said the Party must be better organized 
on the matter of >a peace program and should have a peace 
commission, which can deal with the forces in the peace 
movement, have regular meetings and prepare appropriate .peace 
material. 

James Allen suggested the possibility that the 
CPUSA. could stress the defensive character, in a military 
sense, of the Soviet bomb, pointing out that "it is; intended 
as a purely defensive weapon." 

William Patterson described the role of the 
Soviet tests as "a preventative measure and an assurance 
of peace". He said the CPUSA has not used enough statements 
like this and must Intensify its efforts on the peace front. 

GUs Hall, spoke on the 22nd Congress of Communist 
Parties held in Moscow and claimed it has generated more 
Interest and received greater coverage "than possibly any 
gathering in history." He said "it set. the stage for the 
beginning of a new society, a Communist society, within this 
generation." Hall, stated he felt Khrushchev made It clear 
that the "socialist world" Was. forced to take steps toward 
defensive preparations .

Chicago, The four questions were (1), 
The 53egistration of the rrganization; 
(?.}, The registration of the individuals; 
(3), The full number of restrictions imposed 
by the law on the members, and (4) The 
problem of the so called front organizations. 
Taking the second point first, it was made 
clear that individual members are not 
required to register except when with 
organizations which x»egister. 

There will be no penalties oh these individuals 
because an organization does not register. 

Right. If the. organization does not register 
and no list of names of members is submitted 
the law calls for individuals to register, but 
the law provides no penalty for failure to do 
so. The penalties apply only to the organiza- 
tion or its officers for having failed to 
register. Therefore, it was felt by the 
attorneys that an organization, which does not 
register leaves the individual member free of 
penalty, however, the Attorney General may 
petition the Subversive Activities Control 
Board! (SACB) to summon an individual to a. 
hearing for the purpose of determining whether 
that individual Is a member of an organization, 
which would require that he register. 

It is important that there are no penalties. 
The membership will not suffer the conse- 
quences because we will not register. 

Jf a person is summoned before a hearing 
and the SACB examiner finds the person is 
a member Of such, an organization he will be 
given at final order by the. Board and then, he 





Re: Communist Party, 
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can of course, go through the whole legal proceedings. 
Whert a person is first summoned to such a hearing he 
has the right not to appear and to claim the 
privilege of the 5th Amendment. Then if the Board 
issues him an order to register he may again avail 
himself of the 5th. These, are grounds later for 
litigation. There were many people who- thought 
they would have to register, even if the organisa- 
tion did not, or else suffer penalties. Evert, some 
felt resentment, that they were being left in. the 
lurch. Now as for the registration of the 
organization. The deadline is November 19th and 
if the organization is not registered then the 
officers have the duty to register for the 
organizatiori within the following ten days. 
Remember that the law never says Communist Party, 
it says a Communist action organization, and it 
defines that. Under the statute, if the national 
organization fails to register, each section, 
branch, fraction or cell becomes obligated to 
register. The lawyers say this language, is 
doubtful as to what it means. Also we should 
know that any legal proceedings must take place at 
the PederalfDistrict Court in Washington, so it 
does not matter where any organization or individual 
is located. We. ought to check and make sure that 
no one is still hanging onto some word that we. 
stopped using 20 years ago. (Apparently referring 
to Section, fraction, branch, cell). Of course, 
there Will be stool pigeons who will swear to any- 
thing as required and you. may evert have well 
intentioned people who simply do not make distinction 
between language and form, etc. One other caution 
about the individual members. We know that member- 
ship is a definite thing and riot some vague 
relationship but that is not the meaning of the 
law. Under Section 5, of the Communist Control 
Act, membership Is described as a loose, set of 
characteristics, only some, of which are necessary 
to describe a member. Under that secticr* people 
who have no organizational ties with the. CP are 
subject to charges of being members. This is 
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something a great many people outside the Party 
need to be concerned with, and it is important 
that we make this known, to the widest possible 
audience, so people who have had no organizational 
ties with the Party know that they cannot go along 
with the attitude »that it is no skin off their 
nose. We know about the two forms prepared 1 by 
the Attorney General, the Registration Porm and 
the Registration Statement, which he feels will 
overcome the objections made about self-incrimin- 
ation. Both of these forms have provisions where 
they need not be signed by an officer but can. be 
signed by the organization's name and filed by 
some other authorized individual. The lawyers 
contend that this, does not change our claim 
about violation of our rights through, self- 
incrimination because authorizing someone else 
requires that you. divulge to that someone that you 
have the power to give the authorization and are 
an officer of the organization. Such a person 
has no privilege and could be summoned to tell 
who gave him the form and authorized him to file 
it. All the attorneys seemed to accept this. 
There was some discussion of the question. 

Jack Stacheli In other words, the Attorney General's gimmick 
is not valid and we do not have to fall for It. 

Carl Winter: The Attorneys argue that you cannot, file the 
form with the authorization in. place of .your own 
signature without, by doing so, doing the same thing 
you would have done had you filed it with your own. 
signature. If you file it over your signature, 
you have waived your privilege under the '5th 
Amendment. This would also hold true if you gave 
it to an agent to sign. What it means Is that 
the. whole gimmick of telling the organization 
"we. are not asking, you to sign this - you don't 
have to expose yourself " is a fraud* Some of 
the lawyers say that this gimmick was worked out 
in response to .some of the questioning oh the, part 
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of the Supreme Court Justices -when the original 
argument was made and therefore, the gimmick is 
an effort to meet suggestions implied in some 
of these questions from the Bench* Consequently, 
say these lawyers, whatever we think about it as 
a gimmick, given this Bench in the Supreme Court, 
you are: apt to find that you will be confronted 
with a ruling that says your 5t?h Amendment rights 
would have been protected if you had used this 
gimmick. By failing to use it you have waived 
the use of your privilege* The government will 
claim that it has done nothing to violate our 
rights under the 5th Amendment and will allege that 
our failure to avail ourselves of the out offered,* 
to Us, that is, of having an agent file it on 
authorization constitutes a deliberate failure 
to carry out the order to register. This is not 
just a casual trick. This is designed to meet 
the thinking of the majority on the Bench and was 
devised with the help, of the implied arguments 
from the Bench. 

The lawyers claim, therefore, that authorization to an 
agent still involves self-incrimination, therefore, 
the issue of authorization is crucial and there would 
have to be proof of authorization. You cannot get 
proof of authorization without bringing in the 
authorizer. One of the lawyers said that if hoi were 
our lawyer and he knew for example the stenographer 
working in the office and she telephoned him and he 
recognized the voice and she said "I am sending you 
now a form in an envelope with the typed signature 
of the organization and the official seal with no 
personal signature on it, and I want you to 
transmit this on our behalf to the Attorney General", 
he would not handle It. According to the lawyer 
such an act would constitute making the lawyer 
.liable to prosecution. 
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(The majority of the lawyers argue, that when you sign the 
thing and claim the. 5th Amendment, you have already 
waived your right to the protection of the. 5th, 

There is another objection to "this, form" and that is 
that* where the form requires the. name of the organiza- 
tion be filled in, there is printed in parenthesis 
on that line; "a Communist Action Organization. As. 
a result you are not being required, merely to give 
your name, but you. are being required to confirm, 
a characterization which you maintain, as contrary 
to fact and which moreover subjects you to prosecution. 

A consensus* of the overwhelming majority (of the lawyers) 
was that you may not be able to preserve your rights, and 
privilege if you" avail yourself of this special form 
that the Attorney General has put out. Therefore, they 
propose to write a letter to the Attorney General without 
personal signature in which they tell him that they 
cannot comply .with, the regulations he has drawn, up 
because to do so would involve violating your rights 
under the 5th Amendment. This letter is to be 
signed in the name of the organization, in print and ; 
is to be sent by registered mail to the Attorney 
General requesting him to state whether he accepts, it 
as a valid claim of privilege. 

The proposed letter reads in part as follows: 
"The, declination to file is made by each officer in 
the exercise of his privilege under the 5th. Amendment 
of the Constitution not to be a witness against 
himself. The officers adopted this means of 
asserting their respective constitutional privileges 
because they claim a privilege made in the name of art. 
officer might tend to incriminate him and constitute 
a waiver of his privilege and also to inform you that 
it is our conviction that the organization, is not 
an action organization. On behalf of -the members we 
also claim the> constitutional privilege o£ each of them 
against self- incrimination by having his name listed as 
a member on the form you. provided; Your rulings on the 
foregoing claims of privilege are awaited." 
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(there are arguments against, sending a letter without 
any signature and it -was proposed that we should 
draft our own letter. Of course, there are legal 
items that would have to be covered and after we 
do so, consultation would be necessary with an 
attorney. We should see. that -it is put In the 
mailing by this weekend or Monday by the latest so 
that we are asking for a reply from the Attorney 
General, before the deadline. 

On the matter- of that portion of the McCarran. Act 
dealing with defense facilities, there are today 
no defense^ facilities within the meaning of this law 
and there will not be until the Secretary of defense; 
draws Up and. publishes a list in the federal. Register. 
With, respect to the provision of the McCarran Act 
dealing with holding office in a Labor Union, the 
attorneys see nothing Jknew In this and pointed Out 
that it is covered, by the. Landrum- Griffin Act.- 

Very little of a new nature was offered in the 
discussion of front Organizations. Organizations 
that want out of existence during the period, of the 
litigation, in. the interpretation of the Department 
of Justice, are not absolved from, any of the legal 
requirements of the law. 

James Jackson: I think the form Or letter must be returned 

in. time, I think we. should make it a 
point to see that we do not lose the privilege of 
the 5th Amendment.

On November 8, 1961, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that a meeting, of the National Board and invited guests 
of the Communist Party, United States of America (CPUSA) 
was held, in Communist Party ( c? ) Headquarters, New York 
City, on that date* Among those in attendance were:,

James Jackson announced that .Dr. \h E, B, DuBois 
had presented a letter of application for membership in the 
CPUSA. He described it as ^'quite an historical document." 
According to Jackson, over the years of his association with 
Dr. DuBois he has raised the question. of a more formal 
association with the Party and, on several occasions, has 
proposed to Dr» DuBois that he submit a letter to the 
leadership of the Party which could be released upon the 
initiative of the Party. Jackson said that before DuBois

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left for Ghana he, Jackson, again raised the question and, 

as a result, DuBois sent a letter to Gus Hall with his express 

desire that it be released by December 1, 1961. 

Jackson suggested a forceful preparation be 
made by the end of November to obtain "the beneficial results 
involved" not only for the Party but also "because of the 
international proportions relating to it." He said articles 
should be prepared not only for "our papor" but also for the 
French and British papers which reach Africa. Jackson was 
of the opinion that this will have beneficial results in 
relation to the McGarran Act. He recommended the release of 
DuBois* letter with an accompanying interpretive article. 

All a&reed that DuBois* application for Party 
membership should be given the widest possible publicity. 
William Weinstor£ suggested a supplement to "Ths Worker" 
with pictures ecfUi highlights of DuBois* career. 

A subcommittee of Irving Potash, James Lustig 
and James Jackson was formed to work on this matter. 

Carl Winter commented "whatever we do, we 
should conclude it by declaring *we proudly accord honorary 

membership to Dr. DuBois » We should use this expression 

so we don*t get ourselves into a position of trying to explain 
•a lot of this ire can*t later explain about conditions of 
membership and other things we have been trying to find answers 
for. " 

James Jackson reported on the 22nd Party Congress 
held in the Soviet Union in October, 1961, which Congress was 
attended by him. He said the cream of Soviet society was 
represented and ths Congress was "not just a convention of 
politicians." There were approximately h,hGo delegates and 
each delegate represented some 2,000 Party members. There

were engineers, economists, scientists, etc. illustrative of 
the great progress already made toward the merger, so to 
speak, of the Intelligentsia and the Soviet working people. 

Jackson remarked "we should fuUy appreciate the 
role of Elizabeth (Flynn) and Winnie (Henry Winston) at the 
Congress," He said Flynn spoke well and Premier Khrushchev 
led the applause for her. According to Jackson, sympathy 
and comprehension of the- -complexities of the problems 
confronting the CPUSA was expressed at the Congress, He 
said that he and Flynn went to Stalingrad and appeared on 
a television program. Subsequently, he, Winston and Flynn 
spoke on Moscow television on the Soviet version of the 
Mike Wallace type panel discussion. He said all were well 
received, 

Jackson said Winston* s general health is 
good and there is hope that, with treatment over there, he 
may regain some sight. 

In reply to a question concerning the Albanian 
Communist Party, Jackson said the general line proposed by 
all the speakers at the Congress was that the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union has the obligation to expose and 
seek out deviationists from Marxism-Leninism no matter where. 
He said the Albanian Party was not invited to the Congress 
and Koslov, in his speech, Indicated they will be out of the 
Socialist camp, 

A proposal was made and adopted that a committee 
be formed to prepare plans for obtaining material on the 
Congress for use at seminars and for inclusion in 
publications.

During a meeting of the .National Executive 
Committee (NEC), Communist Party of the United^ states 
of America (CP, USA) , 10/20 - 23/61, held in NYC for the 
sole purpose of considering what action the Party would 
take in light of the Supreme Court decision of &/5/&1, . 
affirming the Internal Security Act, 1950, it was decided 
that all members of the National Committee (NC), CP,USA, 
would submit resignations. Upon submission of Jheir 
resignations to the Resident Board, the National Board 
will determine how many resignations It will accept with 
the idea of retaining 15 - 17 NC members, making them 
a National Board. This National Board will constitute 
the CP leadership, as there will be no NC or NcC in 
this regard, GUS HALL, JACK STACHEL and tx*o others were 
elected to determine what type leadership is to be desired. 
This was done on recommendation of the CP attorneys. 
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In the absence of corroborating information to 
the effect that an NC no longer exists, this summary * 
includes the activities of all NC members.,

On 8/13/61, NATHAN ROSENBLOTH, MICHAEL 
CRENOVICH and PAUL ROBESON, JR. , were removed from the 
NC, CP,USA. In view of this, their names. are not included 
in this- letter.

ALBERTSON, WILLIAM 

ALBERTSON is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY "District,- and also serves as Coordinator - Chairman 
of the CP Youth Commission.

Industrial Division, of the NY District CP. 

As reported previously, in July, 1961, ALBERTSON 
was designated temporary" Organizer of the. Kings County 
CP, to act in the absence of JAMES TORMEY, who Was 
designated to head the CP,USA.'s defense; activities.; 
ALBERTSON continues to perform, such functions. 

ALBERTSON remains an. employee of International 
Publishers, Incorporated.; In this regard, the CP- 
continues, in its efforts to oUst ALEXANDER. 'TRACHTENBERG 
from his position with International. Publishers, 
Incorporated, and. replace him with. ALBERTSON. This is.

ALLEN now holds the position of acting CP, USA 
Education Director, -replacing KYMAN LUMER, who is scheduled 
to commence serving an 18 month prison sentence on 
11/15/61. 

In the recent past, ALLEN has been active In 
CP, USA educational matters, and reportedly will collaborate 
with ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN in the preparation of 
• several articles In this regard. 

As previously reported, it is possible that 
ALLEN will become permanent Education Director after 
LUMER goes to prison. This Is conjecture and the NYO 
has not been able to substantiate the conjecture. 

ART, PHILIP , 

BART continues as an at large member of the 
NC, He holds the title of CP National Organizational 
Secretary. He is also a member of the Special Organization 
Commission and Latin-American Commission of the NY CP

BERT is an at large member of the NC. He 
functions as the.

In a recent controversy over a statement by 
ABE UNGER, that the. Party be dissolved as a result 
of the adverse decision of the.

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HALL amassed the necessary support to suspend UNGER for a 
period of one year for his anti-Party statements. HiLL 
has reiterated his position on several occasions since 
the Supreme Court decision that the Party would not 
register with the Attorney General.

MC ADORY is a. strong supporter of the NY

leaders. She refused to openly defy the National leaders 
fearing she might be expelled from, the Party.

He was recently elected Chairman of the NY District, re- 
placing CLARENCE HATHAWAY. He had been acting in that 
capacity in the abence of HATHAWAY, who was suffering 
from an illness. In addition, PATTERSON continues to 
be a member of the CP, USA Negro Commission. He serves 
as a member of the Control Commission of the CP,USA, 
and the Review, Appeals and Audit committee of this 
commission. 

PATTERSON'S support for GUS HALL continues. He 
regularly attends all the CP,USA. leadership meetings. 

POTASH, IRVING 

POTASH continues as an at large member of 
the NC. He continues to serve as Labor Secretary cf 
the CP,USA. He is also a member of the CP,USA National 
Board, and is regularly in attendance at all meetings of 
a national level. 
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POTASH was recently released from his 
temporary assignment with the NY District CP, He has 
resumed his full time assignment as Labor Secretary. In 
this regard, he has reiterated his desire that the Party 
establish a working relationship with the Teamsters Union. 
He travelled to the Midwest in September, 19ol* to 
consider the formation of a CP,USA Teamsters Commission. 

Since the Supreme Court decision of 6/5/61, 
POTASH has remained very adamant in his position that 
the Party should not be dissolved under any circumstances.

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STACKED .remains active in. all phases of Party 
activity on a National level, and continues his support 
of QUS HALL in. the National leadership of the CP,USA. 

During a meeting of the NEC, CP, USA, 10/20 - 23/61 > 
STACHEL was one of several members of the NEC who were 
appointed to decide, what type: of leadership would, be. 
desired as a result of the Supreme Court decision, of 
6/5/61, upholding the Internal Security Act of 1950; 

TORMEY,, BETTY GANNETT 

BETTY GANNETT TORMEY, a member of the NC, 
CP,USA, representing the NY District, is the Organizational 
and Educational Secretary of the NY District CP. She also 
serves as an instructor at the New York School for Marxist 
Studies where she. teaches, "dialectical, and theoretical 
materialism." 

TORMEY also attends meetings of the NEC and NC, 
CP USA, in addition to meetings of the CP NY District, 
Staff and Board. 

TORMEY aligned herself with the National 
CP leaders during a recent factional dispute with, certain 
members of the NY CP 'District leadership who supported 
the dissolution of the CP in view of the. Supreme Court 
decision of 6/5/61. 

TORMEY, JAMES 

TORMEY is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District. He has^ been relieved of his duties 
as Kings County CP Organizer and has been assigned to 
direct the activities of the. CCFCL. 
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The CCFCL maintains an office at 22 East 17th 
Street, NYC, and TORMEY devotes most of his time to the 
affairs of that office. 

During a meeting of the National Board, CP, USA, 
10/11/61, JAMES TORMEY Identified himself as a legal 
director of the CP. 

WE1NST0CK, LOUIS 

WEINSTOCK is a member of the NC, representing 
the m District. He was recently relieved as General 
Manager of "The Worker" to assume the Vice Chairman's 
position of the NY District CP. 

WEINSTONE, WILLIAM , 

WEINSTONE was elected a member of the NC <to^gg 
a meeting of the NC which was held in NYC on .1/20 - 22/01. 
He serves as a member at large. 

WEINSTONE continues to be active in all phases 
of activity in the CP,USA, educational field. 

WEINSTONE supports the position of GUS HALL and 
the National leaders in most every respect. 

WINSTON , HENRY 

WINSTON was elected to the NC on 8/11/61, as 
a member at large. He is also a Vice Chairman of the CP 
and a member of the NEC. 

WINSTON travelled to the Soviet Union in 
September, 1961, to attend the 22nd Congress of the CP, 
SU, as a representative of the CP, USA. 
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PART TWO 

In the last memorandum of 8/15/61, it was 
stated that a factional fight had occurred between the 
NY District CP and the CP,USA. The following is a 
report of the activities of the CP,USA leadership to 
end the fight. 

In July, 1961, the National leadership of the 
CP issued an order directing the NY State CP to dissolve 
its NY County Executive Committee. 

On 8/12/61, the NSC, CP,USA, expelled MICHAEL 
CRENOVICH, PAUL ROBESON, JR., and NATHAN ROSENBLUTH from 
the NC as a result of their action in the fight. 

With reference to BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, GUS HALL 
announced that efforts had been made to effect an adjustment, 
but said the entire leadership would have to determine the 
role of DAVIS in the fight. HALL said that since the 
17th National Convention in December, 1959* DAVIS had not 
cooperated with the leadership nor has he felt himself to 
be one of the National leadership. He pointed out that 
at several large meetings of the leadership, DAVIS had 
abstained when votes were taken against factionalist leaders 
and his abstention was accepted as encouragement to those 
people. 

HALL said that the factional fight was over and 
said that if there was any recurrance, resolute, 
instantaneous 'action would be taken. 

In reply to the charges against DAVIS, DAVIS 
said he realized that he had not cooperated wJSi the 
leadership, attributing it to many causes, one being that 
his exact duties have never been closely defined. He said 
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he also had strong reservations on many aspects of policy; 
however, his reservations were not such that he had 
challenged the basic line. He described his willingness 
to make his " views known to the NY organization in a .way 
which would reject the factionallst group and intensify 
him With the leadership. His speech was said to represent 
a complete capitulation, removing the last opposition to 
the HALL leadership. 

Following the above meeting, DAVIS commented 
privately that he felt relieved that the atmosphere 
at CP Headquarters had cleared. He added, however,, 
that he still regarded the. CP leadership as "dead wood." 
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PART THREE 

It was recently reported that upon HENRY 
WINSTON'S arrival in Moscow, he was immediately turned 
over to Soviet doctors who were assigned to treat nim 
while in the Soviet Union. It was felt that with Soviet 
treatment, WINSTON would probably regain his eyesight. 

On 9/19/61, information was received that sub- 
sequent to the WILLIAM Z. POSTER funeral service, two 
unknown males (GEORGE MEYERS and CARL WINTER) and GUS HALL 
discussed the affair at Carnegie Hall and how LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK called the police because he noticed a crowd 
was forming down the street. They then S^S^v™,,^ 
Worker" with HALL, being very critical of BERT because 
BERT considers "The Worker" a scholastic newspaper. 
They all agreed the newspaper never acknowledges 
articles sent and in most cases never prints them . GEORGE

Patterson said, with respect to •defense 
matters, that tfiere must be centralization of the solicitation 
of funds. He said that, in view of the tremendous expenses 
which the Party has in contacting people throughout the 
country, the.

Theodore Bassett reported on the Negro American. 
Labor Council (NALC) Convention recently held In. Chicago, 
Illinois. He said, among other things, the convention 
resolved that it must be made clear to the two major political, 
parties that, the; Negro people are not to be; just taken for 
granted, but, according to Bassett, are to be. given, equal 
recognition. It Was decided at the convention that the;; 
NALC will join other Negro organizations, irt demanding that 
the President of the United. States issue an -Executive order 
banning all discrimination.;

Jack Stachel proposed that a combined meeting of 
the Resident Negro Commission and the Trade. Union Commission 
be held in the. near future to thoroughly review Bassett's 
report and prepare to bring pressure on the forthcoming 
American Federation of Labor - Congress of Industrial 
Organization (AFL-CIO) Convention to give greater recognition 
to Negroes ..in the trade Union field. 

Elizabeth. Gurley Flynn reported on her recent visit 
to Moscow during which she attended the 22nd Soviet Congress. 
According to Flynn, there was considerable interest on the 
part of the Russians in the American CP and the American 
people. She. said she was asked to write several articles for 
various publications while in Russia, and has decided, to 
write regularly for "Pravda" on the American scene. She 
stated that she, Henry Winston, and George (Meyers) went to 
a teachers' seminar attended by 300 teachers from all over 
the Soviet Union, and "they .cried when we said We might be 
arrested upon our return." Flynn added "we had to explain 
to them how a -Communist's duties and responsibilities cOme 
first." She mentioned that she, Winston, and James Jackson 
spoke on television in Moscow. 

According to Flynn, prior to the convening of the 
Congress, she, Winston and Jackson, Wont to the Central 
Committee office and discussed with people there in great 
detail, the problems they, the Russians, have had with 
Albania. She, said that at the Congress, Khrushchev spoke 
for two days primarily on the program, of the Congress and 
on foreign policy. Secondary issues were explanatory 
remarks on Albania, the cult of the individual and the 
anti-Party group. She remarked that she sat next to 
Khrushchev and "there Was a comradeship that was very 
touching."

Plynn noted that "people here say, 'why should 
they take Stalin out of the tomb?'" She continued, "I tell 
you, if they hadn't shut the tomb and taken the body 
out of there, I wouldn't have been surprised if the people 
would have taken it out. It Just had to be done. There's a 
strong feeling that this must never happen again. There's 
a new wind blowing throughout the Soviet Union to do 
away with all faults and shortcomings." 

Jack Stachel reported on the recent elections 
in the United States, and in the ensuing discussion, all 
agreed on the need to support and build up the Brotherhood 
Party in New York. William Patterson commented that, if 
the Negro vote had been on the Brotherhood Party line, "we 
would have gotten well over the 330,000 we wanted." He said 
the Party must deal with the failure on the part of the Negro and 
the Negro Press to see the value of the Brotherhood Party in the 
struggle for the Negro.

First session of the NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR DEMOCRATIC 
RIGHTS began about 1 o'clock September 23rd, 1901 and wao bold at 
St. Nicholas Arena, 69 West 66 tb Street, Manhattan, N. Y. 

An unknown woman led the singing of the National Anthem. 

First speaker JOHN ABT opened the meeting, speaking 
on the Smith McCarran Act. During bis speech thj 'MMrf 
SCALES was mentioned. As the hall was filling up his speech 
was not heard clearly. 

Next speaker was a Lawyer for the COMMUNIST PARTY 
from Washington, D. C. This party talked about the appeal 
pending in Supreme Court concerning the CP. registration 
and the legal aspects of the McCarran Act. 

Next speaker was an unidentified Negro male. Very 
little of his material was heard due to noise from the 
spectators. 

One of the main speakers was introduced next, 
Professor LOUISE PETTI BONE SMITH from Connecticut, w£o spoke 
on her work with the COMMITTEE FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGN BORN. 
Her speech was well received and when she finished, she received 
a standing ovation. 

Two other speakers also spoke, voicing the same ideas, 
such as repealing the Smith and McCarran Act* The rally then 
recessed about 5 P.M. The attendance for this session about 
800 persons. 

The evening session for the NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR 
DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS got under way about 7:45 P.M. Sept. 23, 1961. 
The former attendance of 800 was built up to about 1100 persons 
as entertainment was promised. This consisted of a young lady 
singing a few songs accompanied by a young man with a guitar. 
Among the evening speakers was Dr. HERBERT APTHEKER who spoke 
on the historial aspect of the Smith McCarran Act in relation 
to the CP. He spoke for about 15 minutes. 

After a speech by a seminary professor, who spoke 
along the same lines as Dr.. APTHEKER stressing the repeal of

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the Smith McCarran Act # Next the chairman of the evening called 
for a collection stating lots of money would be needed* The 
ushers used paperbags for their collection.

FLYNN referred to the funeral of BILL FOSTER and 
stated they had trouble from MANNY KOLKO who refused to to to 
the American Embassy In regard to FOSTER'S ashe3. KOLKO 
stated that he did not want to, go because he had once worked 
for Amtorg. At this point in the conversation, FLYNN gave 
ART SHIELDS the money to get some insulin for MIKE GOLD. 
SHIELDS stated that he would get Insulin from a Bronx druggist 
who is a friend of MIKE'S. 

ART SHIELDS commented that he had seen the 
SHULMANS (JACK and RUTH). ELIZABETH stated that the 
SHULMANS managed to get the Albanians to protest to the 
Soviet Union for not letting the SHULMANS enter the Soviet 
Union. FLYNN stated that the reason that the SHULMANS 
were not allowed in the Soviet Union was because BILL

On the same date, NY 2318-S* advised that FLYNN, 
in conversation with BETTY GANNETT on this date stated that 
while in the Soviet Union she made 7 or 8 speeches and also 
was on T.V. and radio.

Concerning the tactic that all National Committee 
(NC) members resign from the NC in an effort to circumvent 
the elements of the Mc Carran Act, BART advised that the Party 
attorneys saw no particular advantage in this. He pointed k7 D 
out that if the government wants to move against the Party, 
this vague subterfuge might not work. The National Committee 
was elected at the last CPUSA Convention and consequently is 
theleadershlp of the Party. He said that those who have been 
expelled or otherwise separated from the NC have a strong 
case in their favor, inasmuch as they have been separated 
by- an action of tho CP itself. As an example of this, he 
cited, the case of HOMER BATES CHASE. 



kdvised that CHASE has been subpoenaed to appear 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) 
and it is believed that this was done in an effort to 
establish that CHASE was expelled by a leadership group in 
the CP and therefore such a leadership group exists. The 
CPUSA leadership feels, however, that CHASE will use the Fifth 
Amendment in answering all questions before the HCUA. 

BART stated that the Party leadership has not been 
persuaded to have all NC members resign from it. If they 
do resign, the question arises "who accepts the resignations?" 
If there is such a body to accept the resignations, it indi- 
cates, or tends to indicate, that a leadership body exits. 

BART said that the NC has delegated its authority for 
one year to the National Executive Committee (NEC). The NC 
technicially then does not exist. The NEC has delegated its 
authority to the National Board and hence it can be argued 
that the NEC does not exist. The present governing body of 

/the CPUSA is the National Board and it consists of the top 
officers, such as GUS HALL, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, HENRY 
WINSTON, BEN DAVIS, and probably "me" (BART) . He said that 
if there is no NC or NEC, why should anyone resign from it? He 
added that these questions have been discussed very thoroughly 
by the Party leadership and the more they are looked into,, the 
more it is believed that the questions are moot. 
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Legally and organizationally, the NC is dissolved 
by an action taken by itself. This action is for a period of 
one year. BART said that maybe a mistake was made in leaving 
a breath of life in the NO because after one year expires, the 
question arises-will it be necessary for the NC to again dele- 
gate its authority to tht- NEC? 

He pointed out that there is considerable significance 
attached to articles appearing in the New York papers concerning 
the plans of the Department of Justice with regard to the prosecu- 
tion of the Party. The tone of the Department of Justice plans 
seems to be to proceed cautiously and not "storm the CP. BART 
said there is the feeling among some in the CPUSA leadership 
that these cautious plans of the Department of Justice are being 
publicized in an effort to disarm the CP. However, most feel 
that these cautious plans are legitimate. The line of the Depart- 
ment of Justice appears to be, first, that they do intend to 
prosecute. This is probably stated to soften the right-wing 
pressure on the Administration. The prosecutions, however, 
appear that they will be in a calm and orderly manner. If the 
Department of Justice is to follow a calm and orderly procedure, 
there is no reason for the Party to get exeited. If ten or twelve 
persons are arrested, the Party should adopt a wait-and-see 
attitude and plan as things happen. 

BART pointed out that it is obvious that the Department 
of Justice has problems with the inconsistencies of the Smith and 
Mc Carran Acts. He said that the Department of Justice was able 
to convict a "nobody" like JUNIUS SCALES, yet could not convict 
the CPUSA Vice-chairman, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 

BART revealed that the CP sent a letter to the Department 
of Justice, stating that the CP will not register and listed the ? 
reasons therefor. This letter was not signed but was typed CPUSA. 
A reply was requested but none received as yet. BART feels that 
the articles in the New York papers dealing with the Department of 
justice plans are the answer to this letter; He said that the CP 
will not organize any large-scale underground or conspiratorial 
setup at this time since it is not felt necessary. The CP will 
take each event as it occurs, act on it step by step, and roll 
with the punches." 

BART stated that all the above points have been subjects 
of extensive discussions and no* underground plans have been made, 
except to adopt a wait-and-see attitude . He further revealed that 
the CP has a committee of "exceptional journalists and writers

preparing a very careful and popular statement of the position of 
the CPUSA on the registration question. BART calle d it "our 
posture." He said this will be disseminated this weekend (11/18/61) 
in a form not yet determined. Press releases, press conferences, 
letters to important personages are among the forms 'being 
considered for dissemination of this statement..
